Vilhjalmur Stefansson, noted Arctic ex 
plorer and lecturer, entertained a large, in 
terested audience last night in George Wash- 
ington hall. Dr. Fuess, in introducing the 
speaker, remarked that a man of Mr. Stefans- 
son’s fame needed no introduction because 
almost everyone has read accounts of his 
explorations or some of his books, of which he 
has written about seven

toba, Canada, in 1879, He graduated from the 
University of Iowa, has an A.B. degree from |

All together, he has 
spent ten winters and thirteen summers in 
Arctic exploration and research work In| 
return for all this labor, he has been given 
many votes of thanks from different organi- 
zations, and he has received honors from the 
leading geographical societies of many coun- 
tries 
Mr. Stefansson started his lecture by re 
counting the various beliefs and misbielefs 
that people used to have concerning the Arc- 
tic. He had been, he said, a professor of an 
thropology at Harvard University, and had 
conducted a course on the Arctic. When he 
did reach the Polar regions, however, he 
found that out of every ten statements he had 
made as a teacher, seven were incorrect. 
“The North Pole is not the coldest place 
in the world,” said Mr. Stefansson, ‘To be 
cold, a place must be far from the equator, far 
from the ocean, and high above sea level. The 
North Pole answers only one of these re 
quirements; it is far from the equator. The 
North Pole, contrary to most beliefs, is only 
a mathematical point, four hundred miles out | 
at sea,” The temperature there never fall 
lower than fifty-five degrees below zero In | 
fact, it is never colder there than at my earl 
home in Montana.” 

In the Arctic itself it is not always cold; 
in the summer, it becomes even hot there, the

n Halted by Winter Weather— 


Superintendent of Public Works Submits November Re- 
port—Partial Solution of Roger’s Brook Problem 


North Main street is now open for two- 
way traffic from Elm Square to Stimpson’s 
bridge over the Shawsheen river for the first 
time since the first week in August when the 
reconstruction work was begun. The road i 
passable though unsafe as much more work is 
necessary before the job is completed. Cold 
weather and the delay in completing the 
retaining wall constructed where the big 
ledge was blasted on the east side of the 
road opposite the old shop of the Tyer 
Rubber company and adjacent to the Barn- 
ard property has greatly hampered the work 
so that the entire job instead of being com- 
pleted now will go over until the spring 


The street cars which have been running 
through to the Square for nearly a week will 
have to be stopped again temporarily while 
filling is placed back of the retaining wall 
lhis work will be done immediately. Several 
cement sections remain to be completed. One 
is the east strip next to the car tracks from 
the square north to Lewis street, the laying 
of which was hindered by the work on the 
wall. Another strip on the west side from the 
Boston and Maine bridge north to Railroad 
street and the entire width of the road above 
the railroad bridge are to be allowed to 
settle until spring because they were filled in 
only this fall. The strip on the east side from 
the square to Lewis street will now fo over 
until spring as probably no more cement will 
be poured until next May 

Warning signs have been posted to the 
effect that those using the road do so at their 
own risk, Most of the new cement about the 
railroad bridge is under a coating of ice and 
snow with a very rough surface. 

Last night detour signs were removed and 
special police officers which have been sta- 
tioned for months at the corner of High and 
Walnut, and High and Haverhill streets were 
released from this duty.

Officials of all towns and citit 
do well to make adequate 
tions each year for shade-tree planting, 
care and preservation 

The Massachusetts Forestry 
tion has had a survey made of shade 
tree conditions throughout the state, | 
an analysis of which shows that one 
third of the towns in the state make no 
appropriation for shade trees, and that 
the average appropriation of the 168} 
towns, which reported, is $907 annually. 
For most places this sum is totally in- 
adequate. 

It has been shown that trees can be 
transplanted directly from the woods to 
the roadside for about $2 per tree or 
half what it costs to use nursery stock. | 
During the past three years only 125 or

held last Tuesday evening in the George 
Washington auditorium, were immensely 
successful, and unexpected foratorical and 
dramatic ability was shown Draper Speaking 
is one of the oldest and most gratifying insti- | 
tutions of the Academy. Among prize winners 
of former years are George T. Eaton, of the 
Academy faculty, who received second place 
in 1873; Dr. Alfred EF. Stearns, Headmaster, 
second prize winner of 1884; Walter Pri- 
chard Eaton, well-known author, who placed | 
first in 1896; and Henry B. Stimson, present 
Secretary of State, who took first honors in 
1902. 

The judges, Thaxter Eaton, Nathan C.| 
Hamblin and Henry C. Sanborn, awarded 
first prize this year to Max Franklin Millikan, 
whose wealth of expression in his practically 
faultless rendering of Vachel Lindsay’s “The 
Congo” was truly remarkable. His selection 
is such that a master of oratory is required to 
declaim it, and Millikan himself proved a 
master in more ways than one. The perfect 
rhythm of his “Boomlay, Boomlay, Boom- 
lay, Boom!” and the eerie moaning of his 
“Mumbo Jumbo, god of the jungle, Mumbo | 
Jumbo will hoodoo you!” were presented as 
Lindsay himself might have presented them. 

The second prize was granted to William 
Spooner Gordon, Jr., on his interpretation of 
cuttings from Charles Rann Kennedy’s “The 
Terrible Meek”’, in which the speeches of the 
three characters, the Captain, the Soldier, 
and the Peasant Woman, were rendered in 
dialogue. The emotional appeal and force of

Another common belief is that Eskimos 
drink oil. Mr. Stefansson, when no other food 
was available, tried seal oil and found it 
quite unpalatable; even his Eskimo guides 
and their dogs refused to touch it. A little 
Eskimo boy used to drink something appar- 
ently oil for the benefit of American tourists, 
| but it is not exactly a common practice 
| Mr. Stefansson here referred to the old 
| story that an ostrich buries its head when it is | 
frightened. This story came down from the 
| Greeks, and people adopted it without 
question. There is the same sort of illusion 
}about the North. The Arctic explorers are | 
partly to blame for this, not by deceiving the | 
| public, but by not undeceiving it. It pays to 
| be a hero. Therefore, the more the public 
\‘fears the North, the more of a hero an ex- 
plorer will be. 
| On his last Artcic expedition, Mr. Stefans 
son had six ships, fifteen highly-skilled scien- 
tific men, and all the latest modern equip 
ment. He showed last night a very complete 
| and educational set of slides taken by him and 
jhis men during their various expeditions 
portraying wealth of plant life existing in and 
around the Polar Sea, the many migrating 
birds, and the animals which he encountered 

Mr. Stefansson gave complete details 
about the location of the Polar region with 
several maps which showed the position 
relative to other countries. It was interesting 
| to note that the densest population of the 
world is in the circle of countries bordering 
the Arctic. 

The remaining slides showed the sun at 
noon and at night; the crossing of the leads, 
open bodies of water, and the general method 
of traveling “up north”; the numerous lakes 
and small bodies of water in the northern 
most part of Canada; and the capture and 
utilization of the reindeer and seals.

ROGER W. BABSON SAYS THAT FARMERS 
ARE IN A PREFERRED POSITION 


Powerful Economic and Social Factors Now Working for Their Welfare— Agricultural Sec- 
tions Least Damaged by Stock Market Crash— Good Farm Mortgages and 
Joint Stock Land Bank Bonds Should Improve 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, December 
13, 1929, The sun is always shining on busi- 
ness somewhere, The industrial East is 
clouded but the agric ultural West seems to be 
in for a spell of fair weather. It appears that 
the farmers were very little hurt by the stock 
market crash. Most of the damage was done 
in the large cities of the country and in the 
thickly settled industrial areas of the East. As 
we travel from East to West we cannot help 
but notice a more optimistic feeling as we go. 
To be sure, grain prices slumped with stocks 
at first, but have since made a good recovery. 
Total farm income for 1929 will be at least 
as large as in 1928 and may be larger. Un- 
questionably, as between the various sections 
of our population, the farmers are now in a 
preferred position. They hold the trump cards 
for the following reasons: 

During a period of industrial decline men 
leave the cities and turn to the farms. This 
gives the farmers better help at lower wages. 
At the same time it tends to relieve industrial 
unemployment. 

Second, in declining industrial activity 
prices of manufactured goods are lower which 
enables farmers to buy at lower prices. That 
is, when business is declining competition is 
keyed up and industrial prices are forced 
lower. Agricultural prices, on the other hand, 
are not so much influenced by domestic com- 
petition, With many world crops lower than a 
year ago, it will be easier to maintain agri- 
cultural prices than it will industrial prices. 

In the third place, domestic consumption 
of wheat and corn decreases per capita as 
prosperity increases, and increases per capita 
as prosperity decreases. When people have 
plenty to spend they consume more expensive 
and fancy goods and cut down on staples. 
When incomes fall off they then return to the 
cheaper staple products which are the main 
stay of our great agricultural West 

The fourth advantage which the farmer has 
over the city man during a period of declining 
industry is that his children tend to remain 
at home. This is a powerful social advanatge.

It is an 
established fact that usually during an in 
dustrial boom the farmer is least prosperous 
The spread between what the farmer has to 


buy and what he has to sell is lessened and he 
is put ona basis of economic equality with the 
rest of the country. 


Farm Land Values Should Improve 

The farmer had his taste of inflation back 
in 1920 and he has suffered for it ever since 
On the basis of inflated prices for farm 
products he speculated in farm land. Every 
one knows the trouble he got into when land 
values crashed. For eight years he has been 
struggling to get out from under the burden 
of debt which that wild farm land 


spree 
settled on him. Now it looks as though he 
were succeeding. If the turn in farm values 
has not already come, at least the decline has 
been greatly slowed up. There were only half 
as many farm foreclosures last year as in the 


year before, indicating much | 
distress in agricultural sections. 


financial 


Moreover, last year the Government index 
showed the smallest annual loss in the value 
of farm lands since the peak prices of 1920. 
The drop from March 1, 1928 to March, 1929, 
in the price per acre, averaged less than one 
per cent. Such lands are now on approxi 
mately the same price level that they were in 
1917, They are now 16 per cent above the 
level before the War, which compares with 
70 per cent above in 1920. Obviously, good 


farm lands have been well deflated, and 

should improve. 

Easier Interest Rates Should Help 
Farmers 


The return of money to the West from the 
financial centers of the East should have a 
beneficial effect on farm credit. Also the sub 
stantial aid being extended by the Federal 
Farm Board to co-operatives will relieve 
financial distress and tend to stabilize farm 
values. The only danger is that the Board may 


succumb to political pressure by the Agricul- 
tural Bloc and resort to virtual price-fixing. 
Such price fixing would mean that every 
farmer would grow twice as much next year 
is he did this year, and the resulting over- 
production would swamp the market. Far- 
mers are only human like the rest of us. As- 
sured of a profitable price fixed by the Gover- 
ment they would be virtually sure to raise as 
much wheat, corn, or cotton as they possibly 
could, It is to be sincerely hoped that the 
Farm Board will steer clear of this pitfall, and 
will stand firm on its announced policy of 
extending financial aid for orderly marketing 
and not in any way attempt to fix prices. 


Joint Stock Land Bank Bonds Attractive 

From the investor’s point of view the im- 
proved farm outlook means there are some 
distinct bargains in the best Joint Stock Land 
Bank bonds. These can be bought to yield 
about six per cent; they are free from taxa- 
tion; and are secured by first mortgages on 
producing farms. The disastrous situation 
which resulted in severe difficulties for sev- 
eral Joint Stock Land Banks a few years ago 
has now been pretty well cleaned up. These 
banks are now under very capable Govern- 
ment supervision. 

In summary, I would say that the brighter 
outlook for agriculture should have bene- 
ficial effects in at least five directions. First, it 
means that sales may improve in the farming 
districts; second, that the farmers them- 
selves will benefit from increased farm values 
and prices of farm lands; third, that those 
lines of business which sell to the farmers may 
have better business during the next year or 
two; fourth, that the investor is offered good 
prices in sound Joint Stock Land Bonk bonds; 
and fifth, that the social and moral welfare of 
the nation will be greatly helped by the eco 
nomic advancement of the farmers. Our 
greatest business, moral, and spiritual leaders 
in the past have come from farming homes 

Business by the Babsonchart now stands at 
one per cent below normal compared with six 
per cent above normal a year ago.
